CLEANSING TRE CITY. 


Discussion at the Sanitary 
Board. oe 

‘A long’ discnasion aroeu ‘xt yesterday's 
meatitg: of the Sanitary Board on the 
President’a motion that # ealect committes 
should be appointed to consider complainta. 
arising in connection with the general 
cloansing of the city. 

The President in supporting the ‘motion 
sald ;—This. house to house suitation is 
now aneatablished fact. For tho last five 
winters it has practically been carried out 
by the Chinose themeclves uider’ the 
supervision of the sanitary a Ow took- 
ing into the matter I find that Int Winter 
there vas not any Select Comuittes ap- 
Pointed to consider any comphints that 
may arise, althongh in the previous wintor 
there was euch a committee. Usder con- 
aultation with the Medica} Oficarof Health 
we thought it advisable to amend the 
procedure this yoar sa bompared with that 
of previous years, and IZ may say for the 
information of members that 1.E, the 
Governor is in accord with what wi decided 
to do. Wo have decided, in addition to 
cleansing the houses as we- have-hitherto 
done—that is to supply Jeye's fluid. and 
hot water to the Ohinese 60 that they can 
cleanse the houses themselves—we have 
decided that in addition to the howes being 
cleansed, the crevices and cornert should 
be sprinkled with » aolution of phenol, 
The object isto kill any floas and egga of 
fleas, Alt those who havo studied plague 
have come-to the conclusion that fleas are 
the moat activé agent in the sranmission 
of plague, so it behoves ua to destroy 
ficaa so far as we possibly can. Dr Clark 
pointed out that we should destroy flens in 
the houses, but what shout the clothing? 
We have offered the Chineso that we will, 
fro of expense, disinfect their clothing and 
do it with as little inconvenience to them 
as possible, 1 have spoken on the subject 
to two influential Chinese, and’ thy have 
Agreed to help usin every way they, possi- 
blycan, I think we must look tu the two 
Chinose mom bors of the Board to sist us 
io carrying’ out this measure. You know 
it is customary to givo two dayo' notice, 
and if the houses are not cleansed ip that 
time the sanitary staff undertake tho work, 
It is proposed to amend the ordinary notice 
by an addition pointing out that foaa are 
an intermediary in eapreading plague from 
infected rate and that it is the wish of the 
Board to exterminate them if possible, and 
that clothes ought to be disinfected, I 
know thit in the past clothing his been 
apoiled in thie way, and ifanch a conmittes , 
as I move were appointed, it would con- 
sider complaints that may arlae and inake 
compensation where it was deemed propor, 
The Board has power ander the bjo-lawa 
to compensate for any articles that are 
damaged. T may stato that at the sugnes- 
tion of the Quvernor this last pangraph 
concerning Hess has boon ingerted in most 
Chinesp newspapera for about B week.
